A large 
and 
very representative 


gathering of Reno business men and 
citizens assembled at the' Chamber of 
Commerce last evening to hear, ad- 
dresses by delegates to the 'national 
Irrigation congress and transact other 
business of a public character. 


H. J. Darling called the meeting to 


order. 
Prof. 
Thurtell 
was chosen 


chairman and Major Ingalls officiated 
as secretary. 


President 
Stubbs 
was 
the first 


speaker. 
He related his Impressions 


of the congress and spoke of the bet- 
ter day ahead, how the government ir- 
rigation proposition would cause the 
population of the state to be more than 
doubled and by a very desirable class 
of citizens. 


L. H. Taylor, the state hydrograph- 


er, was next called upon. 
He stated 


that there is an abundance of water In 
the Truckee to irrigate the 
300,000 


acres 
to be covered 
by the Lower 


Truckee canal and the 75,000 acres 
near Reno that could be' watered by 
the proposed upper Truckee canal. 


These 376,000 acres should directly 


sustain 20,000 people on the soil and 
20vOOO 
more In 
nearby cities and 


towns. 
Tills may appear a roseate 


view of the situation, but it is borne 
'out by comparison with other irri- 
gated lands. 


Mr. 
Taylor spoke of the 31 mile 


canal, the construction of which has 
begun and which will cost one million 
dollars. He the;n told of the vast res- 
ervoir contemplated which will be 110 
feet deep and which will cover 5000 
acres, a sufficient quantity to cover 
293,000 acres of land one foot deep. 


He then told of the projects relat-

Mr. Taylor told how Nevada secured 


the first of the_ government works un- 
der the Irrigation act. 


E. L. Bingham was next called upon. 


He corroborated Dr. Stubbs' and En- 
gineer Taylor's statements. Upon re- 
quest, he detailed the fight for the next 
irrigation congress and the reasons for 
Reno's failure to get the prize. 


The chairman asked Mr. Taylor; 


"Is there any possible doubt of 
the 


government falling to build the reser- 
voir after constructing the canal?" 


"Decidedly none." 
R. L. Fulton said he didn't like to 


discuss the irrigation matter, for he 
thought that Mr. Taylor and the au- 
thorities at 'Washington 
are 
doing 


what is right and best and any advice 
he might give them would be unnec- 
essary. 


The speaker 
thought 
that Reno 


would become a great city as the re- 
sult of the irrigation projects. He be- 
lieved that there was scarcely any 
limit to its growth. 


Mr. Fulton told of the needs of the 


city and especially in the matter of a 
city engineer. He advocated beautify- 
ing the city and supporting the Reno 
Chamber of Commerce. He called for 
better streets and improved fire de- 
partment. 
Reno is not like a mining 


camp, but is here for all time and has 
a rapid and steady growth In pros- 
pect. What caught the audience right 
was Mr. Fulton's argument for a rock 
crusher and street roller. 


Hon. P. L. Flanigan was next sum- 


moned to address the audience. 
He 


struck the keynote when he said; ''We 
want bettor water and more of it._" 
Senator Flanigan told how he was do- 
ing everything possible to reconstruct 
'the bsystem, at a'cost of S'lOO.OO'oT 


He said that if the peoplf of Reno 


would prevent the Floriston Pulp & 
Paper Company from turning delitere- 
ous refuse into the Truckee his com- 
pany would do the rest. 


The senator then read the proposi- 


tion that he presented the evening be- 
fore at the city 'council meeting and 
which appears below: 


Sept. 29, 1903. 


To the Honorable

Council, Reno, Nevada, Gentlemen: 
We, the Nevada Power, Light and 


Wator company, most respectfully sub- 
mit the following proposition for your 
consideration: 


For a consideration of fifty thousand 


dollars, %($50,000), we will bind our- 
selves to build a reservoir at an ele- 
vation of 
about 220 feet above the 


Waslioo County Bank building1, holding 
about thirty million gallons of watei. 
"We "uill from that roseivoir place 
a 


pipe, commencing ^ ith from 3[i to' 40 
incho«. running 2000 or 3000 feet, con- 


f ncctinc; •\slth a 22-inch liytliaulic pipe 
groinc? <stiau<jht to and ..lotos's the river 
on thr> south side-. 
From tins feeder 


•v>c v.ill connect hydraulic pipe ROing 


through^ 
First, Second, 
Commercial 


Row and Fourth streets, also Sierra, 
Virginia and Center streets. The pipe 
to be of sufficient size to guarantee a. 
uniform pressure throughout the city. 
T"he reservoir to be complete and the 
piping of those streets finished, pro- 
vided we can get the pipe, by the first 
of January, 1904. 


We wilf then proceed and lay the 


hydraulic pipe, through the outskirts of 
Reno as fast as possible.

At the conclusion of -the senator's 


remarks a number of questions were 
asked and answered. 


Adjuster Holmes of the underwrit- 


ers' association fully indorsed Senator 
Flanigan's 
proposition 
He pro- 


nounced the gravity system the best 
from an insurance point of view, for 
the reason that the pressure is always 
on, no steam to get up, no delays 
occasioned by horses running away, 
etc. 
It practically means a fire en- 


gine at every hydrant. 
He believed 


that the citizens would find that the 
cost of such a system would be infin- 
itely less than the present service with 
steam engines. 


The chairman called upon Mr. Darl- 


ing to report on his investigation of the 
alleged pollution of the Truckee river 
by the Floriston Pulp & Paper com- 
pany. 
Mr. Darling said that he had 


gone to Floriston as instructed and he 
found ample evidence that the com- 
pany Is doing little or nothing towards 
preventing seepage from the dam into 
the river. 
The dam, in his opinion, is 


merely a subterfuge. There is a move- 
able gate, consisting of a plank, that 
can be thrown so that all the contents 
of the impounding dam can be turned 
into the river. 
The =eepagfi forme'! 


a regular cesspool of nasty looking 
stuff that found its way into the river. 
He said that since his return he, has 
b'eenjvery careful Hot to take a drain 
of Truckee river water, impregnated 
with stuff that ^stinks like the refuse 
'of the paper mill." 


Harry Warr, deputy fish commis- 


sioner from California, stated that he 
was for several years employed -by the 
Floriston Pulp and Paper company. He 
knows that the complaints against the 
company are well founded and he said 
that very little attempt was ever made 
by the company to correct the evil. 
He stated that it is an actual fact that 
horses will not drink the river water 
five miles below the mill and that fish 
cannot live in the vile black fluid. He 
believed that concerted action on the 
part of the citizens of Reno would 
bring the company to terms 


Prof. N. E Wilson v, as called on. 


He said that he was not prepared to 
make an expert report on the matter 
as he is now engaged in making an 
analysis of the -\\jvtor and it will be 
some lime before he will be able -to 
gi o any accurate figui os 
Prof. Wil- 


son said that there is no sulphuric 
acid, in the water that is turned from 
the mill, but it is then sulphurous acid. 
Later, 'Alien, it comes in contact with 


j oxjgen, it becomes sulphuilc acid and 


i various forms of sulphides, 


j 
A large quantity of coloring'matter 


escapes from the mill as well as di- 


gested pulp. 
They unite and form 


the familiar coating on the bottom of 
the stream when they precipitate and 
decomposition later sets in and the 
stuff becomes putrid. 


In answer to a question Mr. Wilson 


said he knew no reason why the offal 
from the mill could not be evaporated 
and the solids burned. 


Mayor Turrittin was 
called to the 


floor. He said that council would not 
be ready for a few days to report 
either on the street railway franchise 
matter or that of providing addition- 
al equipment for the fire department. 
He said that competent men have been 
engaged to examine into the various 
propositions for protecting the town 
by fire and that no move would be 
made until council was convinced that 
it had( solved the problem and had de- 
termined upon the most efficient and 
cheapest method of procedure. 


A motion was made by Dr. C. St. 


George that the city council be asked 
to take steps to institute proceedings 
against the Floriston Pulp and Paper 
company to compel them to cease turn- 
ing impurities into the river. 
The 


motion was seconded and discussed. 
Judge Wren was asked to" enlighten 
the meeting as to the best mode of 
proceeding against the company. 
He 


stated that in the recent legislature a 
bill had been passed 
appropriating 


$1000 for this purpose and he had no 
doubt that it would prove available 
for securing evidence and employing 
talent in order 
to have the matter 


brought into the United States court 
which has jurisdiction 
in interstate 


affairs. 
It was his opinion, however, 


that no such stringent riieasures would 
be necessary, as the company would 
!hardly like to stand the expense of a 
'suit in which it is sure 'to be worsted. 
, Dr. St. George's motion was then 
jput and carried and the council will 
Jbe requested to take the steps sug- 
'gested.

to the memory of the celebrated post- 
composer. 
England also is well rep- 


resented among the visitors. 


Great celebrations in honor of war 


heroes and empire builders have been 
rather common in Berlin of late years, 
bat seldom or never before In its his- 
tory has the imperial capital •witness- 
ed such a demonstration in honor of 
one whose fame rests solely on his ar- 
tistic achievements as that to be held 
during trip next few days. 
The en- 


tire nation is interested in the fes- 
tivities. 
The Emperor in person has 


directed the arrangements 
and the 


participants will include many of the 
leading public men as well as 
the 


foremost musicians and composers of 
the country. 
The monument to be 


consecrated tomorrow has been raised 
from contributions sent from all na- 
tions, and, therefore, invitations have 
been sent out bidding guests from all 
the world and masters and disciples 
from all the world's musical schools. 
The list of honorary patrons of the 
festival 
includes many members of 


the Hurppear) royalty and nobility, and 
many rnasters of muslu, 


The festival program, OPPPS formally 


Benight with a reception to the Invited 
gtiests, official representatives of cities 
and towns, delegations of musical ac- 
ademies, etc., in the Great Hall of Par- 
liament, to be followed by a dra\ving 
room concert by artists of internation- 
al rrputo. 
The 
dedication 
of the 


monument will take place tomorrow 
and will be accompanied by elaborate 
and Imposing ceiemonies. Appropriate 
addresses will be delivered by men 
of note and the musical poitlon of the

The Most Dramatic Executions in 


the History .oXNew^York Crim- 


inology Will Take Place This 
Morning at Dannemora Prison

CLINTON, N. Y.", Sept. 30.—At an 


early hour tomorrow morning, when 
the sun is peeping over the hills beau- 
tiful in their autumn foliage, the som- 
bre death chamber of Dannemo'ra Pris- 
on will be the scene of one of the 
most dramatic executions in the annals 
of New York State. The victims will 
be the threes youthful Van Wormer 
brothers, Willis, Burton and Frederick, 
who must die In the electric chair for 
the murder of their aged uncle, Peter 
A. Hallenbeck. The few persons that 
will be 
admitted within the prison 


walls to witness the state execute' its 
vengeance for the cold-blooded mur- 
der of one of Its citizens will see three 
brothers, the youngest scaicely twen- 
ty-one, pass, one after the other, to 
that seat in the grim engine of death. 
One of the brothers will be led out, 
and, 
after receiving the last rites, will 


be placed In the chair and shocked in- 
to eternity, while the other two, hu- 
manely prevented from witnessing his 
death throes, will await their places 
in the grim procession 


Today the warden and his assistants 


got eveiything in readiness for 
the 


triple execution and experts tested the 
death apparatus in order to make>sure 
that no accident might occur when 
the fatal hour arrives. The condemn- 
ed youths spent the day much in the 
same way that they have passed the 
many days of 
their 
confinement in 


prison. 
A quiet, stolid reserve has 


gn way to the flippant manner af- 


fected by the lDOy§ in the earlier days 
of their Imprisonment, but their cour- 
age evidently has not deserted them. 
!1\e authorities expect all of them to 
•meet death calmly, 
They embraced 


the Catholic religion some time ago 
and it is probable their last hours will 
be passed in the company of a priest. 


The Van Woi mer boys were living 


in Kinderhook, Columbia county, on 


hristmas eve, 1901, when they started 


in a carriage for Greenport, with their 
cousin, Harvey Bruce. The boys, who 
-\\ ere under the 
influence of liquor, 


diove to the home of Peter A. Hallen- 
beck, their uncle. 
They wore false 


faces and also wore their coats turned 
.nside out. Hallenbeck, who was a very 
old man, opened the door in response 
to their knocking, and as he did So 
they fired upon him, inflicting wounds 
from which he died in a short time.
